He said they desired a peace which

at the same time not humiliating to 
the Filipinos. He added that he con- 
sidered an 
unconditional surrender 


very humiliating. 


Mr. Schurman reminded the Filipino 


' emissary that Gen. Otis was 
only 


treating his brother Filipinos in the 
. manner that Gen. Grant treated the 
confederates at Appomattox. 


Col. Argueiles persisted, however, in 


declaring his idea' of the necessity of 
permitting the insurgents • to surren- 
der without losing their honor, mak- 
ing frequent use of the phrase "paz 
con. dignidad." 


Mr. Schurman suggested in a concil- 


iatory way that the insurgents by sur- 
rendering now would be permitted by 
the commission to co-operate in the 
preparation of a plan for a form of 
government to be submitted to the 
president, and promised the earnest 
consideration by the commission of 
their ideas of independence. 


To, Satisfy the Natlres. 


He said the commission desired to 


draft a plan of government satisfac- 
tory to the legitimate aspirations of 
the Filipinos, thereby granting them 


•be clear-sjghted enough to see 
before they are entirely crushed 
can get better terms. 


Gen. Otis is considered too uncom- 


It is thought if the Wash- 
ington cabinet should accord the Fil-

Manila, May 1.—While it is the gen- 


eral . expectation, among Americana 
that the Filipino emissaries will re- 
turn with revised proposals from Gen.

•his preparations for pushing the war. 
Saturday he ordered Maj.-Gen. Law- 
ton to return to Angat, a few miles 
northwest of Norzagaray, and not to 
advance aggressively while the nego- 
tiations are pending.

Unitarian 
protested \ 


against the "Trinity" of deities and re 
fused to believe that three supreme 
personalities could coexist; equal, sepa- 
rate and distinct in one personality. 
While the Universalist protested against 
the thought of an angry and vindic- 
tive God. the one affirmed the unity and 
the other the goodness of God. 


I have no respect for a protest if it 


ends in a protest—iE it does Dot proceed 
to suggest something for a substitute. 
A protest is a poor foundation for a 
Christian church, distinctive to the re 
ligious spirit. The hook and the latter 
idea in religion is to be condemned if it 
tears down with DO desire to build some 
thing better in its place. You all know, 
or will know, that I have no patience 
•with that destructive type of liberalism 
that has no charity 
in its 
mind, 


no 
worship 
in 
its 
heart, 
and 


no 
helpfulness 
in 
its 
hand. 


A liberalism that sails the seas oil reli- 
gious thought with only a flaring search- 
light and a big gun, but with no life- 
saving apparatus, looking for something 
to shoot at—a pirate of the seas. And 
yet I believe in protests when directed 
.against a great error or a great wrong. 
History is but a series of victorious pro 
tests. And, my friends,'to these two 
successful protests may be traced the 
great change that has transpired in 
religious thought during the closing 
half of this century. 


I know pretty well what is going on 


in theological circles, and I affirm that 
the traditional "orthodoxy" has been 
practically 
surrendered 
in the high 


places. It is proper now to employ the 
individual reason and conscience in re- 
ligious thought and personal ethics. 
It 


is safe to think of God as being at least 
as good and reliable as an earthly father. 
The churches hare entered upon a new 
era. 
Religion henceforth must rest 


upon some other basis than fear or the 
vote of -a prejudiced church council. 
The day of threatening is gone forever. 


Fear is no longer a Christian motive. 


Whoever obeys the laws of God or his 
countr/.from fear of hell or jail, is a 
bad man and needs to be watched. The 
preacher can no longer reform men by 
talking of the divine wrath. 
If love is 


not strong enough to draw a man and 


' melt his heart to truth and virtue, He 


needs a further evolution. 
The church 


is no longer a police court,and the priest 
is no longer a sheriff to read a death 
warrant to his trembling congregation. 


The incubus of the. ages has be-sn un- 


loaded. 
Worship today is reverence,not 


a slave's plea for mercy. And yet, every 
experienced person believes in hell—the 
hell of an evil character, the remorse of 
a sad memory. And everybody believes 
in the heaven of a happy world, and the 
joys of virtue and the peace of conscious 
self respect. 


.1 am not hear to preach an ensy go- 


as-you-please sort of religion. 
I am 


hear to preach the hardest and most ex- 
acting religion on earth. 
A religion 


that makes no demands of service and 
sacrifice is worth what it costs—nothing.

ITS PATH WAS A MILE WIDE. 


Damage to Property Will Beach Far 


In*o tlie Thounumlfi—Two Liven Known 


Have • Been lost — High

. Coleridge, Neb., May 1.—A prairie 
fire burning in the hay flats .along the 
northern tier of counties- of Nebraska, 
ten miles from 'here, Saturday after- 
noon -passed into- the track of a tornado 
and was swept with the speed of the 
wind diagonally across this county for 
twenty-five miles-, destroying every- 
thing in its path. 


The property damaged is known to 


reach into the thousands, though the 
only lives lost, so far as known, were 
those of Mrs. Holla Livingston and her 
5-year-old boy. 


The woman saw the fire co.. .ng, and 


ran to a pasture to release tr:e family 
stock. The boy followed her, and both 
were knocked down by the 
terrified 


animals. The. fire passed, over them 
before they could get out of the way. 
The body of .Jjie'-boy was almost con- 
sumed. Mrs. Livingston lived but a 
few hours. 


A number ot large bunches of cat- 


tle were overtaken and consumed: in 
the path of -the seething mass carried 
along in the teeth of the tornado. A 
large number of farm houses were ut- 
terly destroyed and the families 
es- 


caped only by racing beyond the lim- 
its of the track of the storm. 


The path of the fire was nea.rly one 


mile wide and the farmers beyond the 
fire belt managed to put out the flames 
along the hofaoms after the tornado 
had passed1 over.. 


The storm of fire is considered the 


most extraordinary thing that 
ever 


visited this section, and it passed 
through 
the wealthiest 
agricultural 


part of Nebraska. .

stated, by dissolving ten parts of ordin- 
ary celluloicline in 250 parts o" acetone 
and then adding sufficient of a solu- 
tion of five grammes of magnesium 
chloride in 15 grammes of alcohol to 
make a paste; this forms when the 
proportions of the first named and the. 
latter solution are about as five to-one. 
After careful kneading and drying the 
resultant material is said to be quite 
incombustible.

The Cradle of Liberty Is 
Belli? Re- 


built- 


Boston Faneuil Hall is being rebuilt. 


It -is being reconstructed along the 
original lines .and the old material will 
be used as far .as possible. The walls 
will not be altered, though a new roof 
will be supplied, and new supports for 
it will be needed. The -historica! land- 
mark has been in bad shape for some 
time. The floor used by the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery company had 
sagged., several inches, and efforts to 
raise it were futile. The trusses that 
held the roof had given way, and the 
additional braces supplied had not 
proved sufficient. Experts reported in 
favor of tearing out''the interior from 
the 'foundation and supplying a new 
structure of steel and fireproof mate- 
rial. The . proposed alterations will 
cost, according to a correspondent o£ 
thp New York Herald, about |100,000, 
and a better building could have been 
put .up for much.less. But it would 
not haye been "The Cradle of Liberty," 
and Bos£onians wanted the old build- 
ii)K preserved. 'When, the building was 
tern down it was seen that the founda- 
tion, formed of'.rubble six feet thick, 
was not..solid, as .it rested" on dock 
mud. 
The workmen had to dig eleven 


feet lower before finding solid ground. 
ConcretWfoundations were built on 
ttiis,~:and 'a "dressing of, granite on top 
forinei'.'a'solid base'''for the plates 
which ;will support the columns, and 
thus take all .strain,off the walls. 
'Faneuil Hall is the-cradle of liberty, 
but the money with which it was built 
was made in the slave trade. Old 
Peter Faneuil, a wealthy Boston mer- 
chant, owned a speedy ship which he 
named the Jolly Bachelor, because of 
his own state of single blessedness. 
This.boat made regular trips between 
Cuba, Boston and Africa. In Cuba she 
was loaded with molasses, which was 
made' into rum in New England. The 
rum was traded for slaves in Africa, 
and in this.way Faneuil became rich. 
Having no children to whom he could 


; leave' his wealth, he willed it to the 


city of Boston to build Faneuil Hall. 
The Jolly Bachelor was attacked by 
the blacks on the African coast finally 
and was salvaged by a man named 
Burchell. The settlement of the saly- 
age question was brought into. the 
Newport courts after Faneuil's deatli.
